orchestra. She is well known to 
audiences across the nation. She 
started her violin studies with her 
father, Thomas Burroughs, and in 
her early teens she won a scholar- 
ship with Emanuel Ondricek of 
Boston. Mrs. McArdell studied at 
The New England Conservatory of 
Music and later in New York with 
Louis Persinger. 

For seven consecutive years she 
won the state contests of Massa- 
chusetts, and for three years the 
regional contests of New England. 
In 1945, she shared first place 
award in the national contest held 
under the auspices of the National 
Federated Music Clubs. 

Her professional experience in- 
cludes appearances with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, Boston Sym- 
phony “Pops,” Bangor Symphony, 
Boston Women’s Symphony, joint 
recitals with Oscar Levant and 
Leonard Bernstein, recitals in New 
York, Boston and Los Angeles, and 
with concert groups throughout the 
United States and Canada. For five 
years she broadcast with a Boston 


Symphony group, and during the 
war she toured with the U. S. O.
